These popular bar handle trucks (noa-tilting 
type), with all four wheels carrying the load, are 
suited for wse on taclines as well as on devel Floors. 
Unusually high loads can be casily handled with- 
out sliding off, although any type of superstructure 
can be furnishes.

The placform of Morthern harcwood ts fastened 
with countersunk nails, and planed and oil finished 
ty foake it extremely durable, with a smooth wear- 
ing table-like surface for the piling of goods. 





Frame corners arc protected with corner irons, (Sites 0 to 8) 
and there are no propecting bolt heads—no sharp j 
projections te catch or mutilate goods, or damage fixtures. The pipe bar handles are 36 inches high overall. 


Nutting Running Gear—A Delight to the User 


All castings arc of SEMI-STEEL—a cough wearing and breakage resisting metal that has been proven 
idee] far truck construction. Wheel faces are made broad and absoluecly flac, but with edges slightly 
rounded to insure the least wear and tear on floors of all kinds and the least resistance in operation. 
All four wheels are equipped with Nutting Roller Bearings and Alemite fittings, thus insuring ease of 
operation under the heaviest loads. 


Ball bearing swivel casters, with tapered steel re-inforced stems, insure 
free and easy movement under any load without cramping or binding, The 
hardened steel balls will not lose out, as they roll in a decp lower ball race 
which is also an ol retainer, An upper ball race is also provided, and a 
focked nut on the cagter stem provides close adjustment for Wear. 


The caster is fastened directly bo che truck in the Nutting construction. 
The easter bar on Fig. 37 needs no braces—it is dadoed into the truck frame, 
and cannot split out or come lonac, The ell shape provides for fastening the 
caster on with six bolts, with the hp provided on the caster taking the 
strain off the bodes.

(Sizes 9 to 23) 
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and suitable center sills or backbones are supplied under the wider platforms. Interlocking corners that 
defy years of use to loosen are iugtrated above, wing combination corner irons and sockets. The pipe 
bar handles, 34 inches high overall, have a firm anchorage and are held securcly in place by set screws, 
yet are casiby removed when necessary,

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Nutting Vertical Frame Platform Trucks 


These two strongly constructed trucks are 
very popular for storeroom, shipping room, 
warchouse and faetory service. Platform of one- 
inch, kiln-dried, smooth Northen hardwood, 
with nailg countersunk. Frame of 2x6 plank 
stock hardwood, laid vertical like the joists in a 
floor, are securcly bound at the comers by the 
interlocking corner iron construction, illustrated 
below. Two steel tic rods across cach end aid 
in strengthening the frame. 

Superstructures of two kinds acc shown, 
with a choice of other types if required. Balance 
type running gears arc standard, allowing the 
truck to spin around in their own length, with 
ether end being front. All 4 wheels equipped 
with Nutting roller bearings and Alcmite as 
standard, with off bearing, tapered stem swivel 
cisbers.

Box Trucks of hardwood are widely used for handling 
large loads of small package and box goods, as well as 
parts in process of manufacture, or assembly, 

Fig.157 is made of smooth letnch daln-dried Northern 
hardwood or with cypress W-jointed for strength, ocorn- 
ers arc rabbetted her and reinforced on the outside 
by steel angles which are bolted on through a triangular 
shaped wood upright on the inside corner. This belted 
construction assures rigidity and strength for severe ecrv- 
ice. Beneath the box is a strong, vertical sill, hardwood 
frame, mounted on ‘a balance type running pear with 
Lix? and tx1¥q wheels, all Nutting roller bearing, Ale- 
mite equipped. Oil bearing, tapered stem swivel casters. 


OPEN SIDE BOX TRUCK 


Fig. 28 has the hardwood, vertical sill frame, platform 
and sides of Fig. 1595, but has four strong, hardwood 
comer uprights 45 inches above the platform that hold 
the ends rigid, to which the sides are screwed and nailed, 
A pipe push handle at convenient height is furnished. 
Balance type gear with 11Sex2!4 and 349x134 wheels, 
all Nutting roller bearing, Alemite equipped. Oil bear- 
ing, tapered stem swivel cisters.
